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DETAILED OFFICE ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed on 16 June 2003 is acknowledged and entered. Following 
the amendment, claims 22-29 are amended, and claims 30 and 31 are canceled. 
Currently, claims 22-29 and 32-34 are pending and under consideration. 

Withdrawal of Objections and Rejections: 

All objections and rejections of claims 30 and 31 are moot as the applicant has canceled 
the claims. 

All objections and rejections of claims 22-29 and 32-34 are withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendments. 

Rejections Over Prior Art: 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 22-29 and 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Piddington et al. , US 6,52 1 ,233 B 1 . 

Piddington discloses a human polypeptide, zacrp3, having an amino acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 2, which sequence is 100% identical to SEQ ID NO: 2 of the instant invention (see 
computer printout of the search results). Additionally, Piddington teaches the polypeptide 
lacking its signal peptide (column 2, lines 49-50, and claim 2, for example). The reference, 
therefore, anticipates claims 22-29 and 32. With respect to the functional limitation in the 
claims, as the prior art amino acid sequence is 100% identical to that of the instant SEQ ID 
NO: 2, the functional property is inherent. Further, Piddington teaches a fusion protein 
comprising said polypeptide and an affinity tag such as FLAG or an immunoglobulin domain 
(column 28, lines 49-54), thus, the reference also anticipates claims 33 and 34.
